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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 2-4 and 6-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Luciani et al. (US 6,028,149) in view of Monte et al. (US 5,064,799). 

Luciani's Examples 2 and 4 demonstrate the preparation processes of the Ziegler 
catalysts comprising (i) contacting silica with an ethyl acetate solution of MgCb, 
Ti(OBu) 4 and TiCU ; (ii) adding dihexyl magnesium and diisobutylphthalate to the 
reaction mixture of (i); (iii) introducing chloroform and n-butyl chloride to the reaction 
mixture of (ii) to obtain a solid catalyst precursor solid; and (iv) contacting the catalyst 
solid with TiCI 4 and diisobutylphthalate and further contacting the resulted solid product 
with TiCI 4 to provide a solid catalyst component. It is noted that Luciani general 
discloses electron donors (Lewis bases) to be selected from esters, amines, etc. (col. 4, 
lines 49-50). Therefore, it would have obvious to switch the electron donor of 
diisobutylphthalate with an amine compound in search for a catalyst composition with 
tailored activity and stereoregularity. 

While Luciani does not expressly teach the prepolymerization of the Ziegler 
catalyst, it is conventional to conduct prepolymerization to provide catalyst with larger

particle size and improved particle size distribution. Those teachings are disclosed in 
Monte; see col. 5, lines 58-68. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a skilled artisan at the time the invention 
was made to Monte's prepolymerization process to Luciani's catalyst preparation 
process in order to improve the activity and stereo selectivity as well as the particle 
properties of the catalyst and in the absence of any showing of criticality and 
unexpected results.

The double patenting rejection of the previous Office action is withdrawn since 
applicants have properly filed terminal disclaimer, however, the new ground of rejection 
are made as shown above due to applicants amendments.
